but one unpardoned, he is undone,:he'-cannot- 
be ſaved without a general Pardon; There's. 
an abſolute Neceſſity of a General Pardon: 

For if any one fin. ſtood vpon Record, we are 


undone for ever; ſo that there's. an abſolute

Friends, be exnorted to labour after your Par- 
don, and examine your ſelves, and ask your 
own Souls, W.hethzr you are-the Pardoned

There cannot be a poynt of higher Concern- 
ment in the world, to all your: Souls, than this, 
to latour, to ſearch and ſee, and ca{t up your 
Accounts, and exa:nine narrowly, whether von .

Firſt, Conſider, that 1 it-is poſſible for youto 
know whether your {ins are pardoned or no: 
Were there not a poſhbtlity of this. I ſhould 
but loſe time, to preſs you to this great Ser- 


vice [that we are now engaged in; I might - 


ſpend a Diſcourſe by Arguments to demon- 
irate this, -bur+the Experience of many Chri- 
ſtians ſtill in being, beſides thoſe that are in 
Scripture, evidences that they knew they were 
pardoned ;-.and one preat end of Gods giving 


his Spiri!, is, : to reveal his parcoung Grace to - 


you. 1 Cor.::2..v.12. Now ne bave not re- 
ceived the Sp.rit of rhe Werid, but the Sparit 


wh; ch 
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which 1s of God, that we may know the things 
- th.u are treely grven to us of God; And par- 
\ doa of fin is one of the greateſt, higheſt and 
not-leit Gifts that God bettowes upon the Sons 
of men: | 
Secondly, Conſider this by way of Motive, 
that it is a ſhrewd Argument your Sins are 
not pardoned, if you are not willing to come 
to the Ballance, to the Touch-itone, to be tryed, 
and weighed in the Pallance of the Sanctuary ; 
and thereby to fee whether your <ins are par- 
doned or no. Again, when once God drops 
5 Pardon in a Sinners boſom, Oh the Calm 
chat now follows a Pardon! And ſecondly, If. 
you come to the knowledge of the Pardon of. 
your fins, this will fill your Souls with Joy: 
unſpeska! le, and full of glory. When Iſrael 
was at the Red Sca, when they ſaw their Ene-. 
mies behind them, and a Red Sea before them, 
and Mountains upon each hand .of them, they! 
were in preat perplexity of Spirit, and cryed. 
out, Would (od we bad ayed in the Wilder: 
ne{r;, yet they ſang and recjoyced, Exod, 15.6.: 
When a poor Sinn: r loeks upon. his fins march- 
mg after his Soul, he dreads, and concludes, 
1. ſhall periſh by theſe ſpiritual Foyprians;; 
but when once a Sinner comes to ſee his Par? 
don, he Jo5k;s upon all his Sins with Joy, 'as: 
be;ns drowned in the Red Sea of his Saviours

Eyes: Grace will ſet your Love at work ; Par- 
don of fin, when you have the knowledge of 
this, it will ſet Faith, and Hope, and Patience 
at work; It will ſet all your Graces at work; 
And ſee thoſe pardoned ones inthe 10th of the 
Hebrews, V. 34. They took. joyful:y the ſpoyiing 
of their goods;, knowing in themſelves that they 
bad in Heaven a better and a more enduring 
Subſtance, They had a pardon Sealed in their 
boſoms, they knew that their Pardon was not 
onely Sealed in the Court of Glory, but like-. 
wiſe in the Court of Co-.ſcience. Rom. 8. 34, 
and .ſo to.the end of the Chapter : Who ſhalt luy 
any thing ts. the charve ef Gozs Elect ? Where's 
the Devil, the Law, the Man, or the angel? 
It.is God that Juſtifhcs; Pardon of Sin ts the 
orett part of Juſtification ; he chall.nges Sword” 
and. Famine; Ani over all theſe, Taith he, we 
re more than. Conquerors, What do they 
= talk 
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talk of this or that? we are above them, as 
we are juſtified and pardoned perſons; the 
knowledge of your Pardon is that which will 
maice every bitter Sweet : And this is one Rea- 
ſon, why you have ſome Chriitians , when 
great afflitions paſs upon them, they carry 


it with a ſpirit of Joy, of Courage, and of 


- Triumph, even to admiration of others; while 
other Chriſtians, whi-h have not the hundredth 
part of that. ſorrow which they feel, yet they 
cry out upon the hand that is upon them, as 
if they hid a ſtab at the heart , becauſe they 
do not know that they are pardoned ; where- 
as a Chriſtian that knowes he is pardoned, be 
bears up Triumphantly over all afliftions. 

Again, the knowledge of your' Pardon, is 
that which will make you dye in Peace, and 
Comfort, and Confidence : Ir 1s not any thing 
below this, that will enable a perſon to dye 
with Comfort , and Peace, and\ Confidence : 
How do many think when the King of Ter- 
rors knocks at the door! Oh how 13 every 
approach of Death te:rible to them ; It is like 
"the hand-writins upon the wall, Oi / muſt dye 


in an unpardoned ejtate, ' But now the know- 


ledge of this. that I am pardoned, will make 


the King of Terrorsa Kings of Delires; every 
Ache, every Grief, tnat are Deaths, warning- 


pieces. what Mclody will they makein the ears 


of a Chriitian, that tath his Pardon in his Bo-: 


ſome !

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. fome. There's no perſon that dyes with that: 
ſettled Peace, as a perſon that is pardoned, and 
can read his Pardon, and hath nothin. now to 
doe, but to goe to Glory, unver a fpirit of 
Toy and Triumph.\ Now do tut.confider the 
| high Advantages which will redoud to you, if 
you ſhall be found to be a pardoned Perſon. © 

But you will reply upon me, and ſay, True: 
ly Sir, we are willing to come to the Barre, 
we are willing to try2, and examine. whether 
we are the Parconed or no; we ſee there arg, 
high Reaſons, why we ſhould come to the* 


Barre, and we are willing to it; but how ſhall, 


we know, whether our Sins arc pardoned or : 
no ? 

Truely, I will goe as far as omventadiy] 
can, in diſcoyering of that ; Would you know, 
whether you are pardoned orno ? why then, 

- Firſt, If your fins, as to the Reign and D@- 
minion of them, be ſubdued, you are certainly 
pardoned. I beſeech you Friends mind this ;, 
For you need not get a Ladder to clmb to, - 
Heaven, to ſearch the Records of Glory, ma; Þ 
21s down and fee whether your ſins as in _re- 
ſpect of Reivn, be ſubdued. There is not a \ 
perſon on Farth, whoſe ſins in reſ pect of Reign. + 

and Dominion are ſubducd. but he is certainl7 
pardoned. Let me clear up this by Scripture. 
Alicah 7. 18. Who is a (ea like unto thee, 
twat nerdenerh TICCHSH and, fc well ſebane 
T1 
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our Iniquities; and where God pardons, there 
he ſubdues, as to Reign and Dominion, Fer. 
wm: 1. Pardoninp Grace , and conquering 
Grace, as to the Reizn and Dominion of ſin; 
alwayes <0: hand *n hand together, Rom. 11, 
26, 27. comp2re* with /ſz. 59. 20. When 
the perſon is p:rdoned, when God comes with 
pardonimg Grace and turns away fin , then 
the pardone-: perfonturns from his fins. Now 
wher-: ſin is not in Dominion, there the per- 
ſon 1s a : ardoned perſon, 

« Bf you will reply upon me, and ſay, Sir, 

I beheve this is a great Truth, That where {tn 
is mortiftie! there it is blotted out; but how 
ſhall I know my fins are blotted out in point 
of Reign? Firlt, If thy fins be thy Burden, 
they ſhall never be thy Bane: If thou loatheſt 
and combate!t with them, and uſeit the Means 
that G-.d hath a ppointed to ſubdue them : 
Look but in that little Book called, A Cabs- 
net of Fewels, and that will greatly diſcover 
. - the Reign and Dominion of tin unto you. 
Therefore, my Friends, if the Lord does 
clear up this to you, that your fins as to the 
Dominion of them are ſubdued, and morti- 
. fied;>goe away and rejoyce in this, you are 
a'pardoned people. 

Again, vou may kzow -vhether your G ins are 
pardoned or no, by this, By that bleſſed change 
rhat hath paſſed open you. All pardoned-per- 
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| fons are changed Perſons ; we were all -born 
. Vefſlels of Sathan, and lived long under his 
_ Territories, but now, faith the Apoſtle, You 
are tranſlated into the Kingdom of bis dear 
Son, What a Changes this, to be changed 
from a Kingdom of Darkneſs , unto a King- 
dom of Light, of Love, and of Holineſs! The 
pardoned perſon is a changed Perſon, 2 Cor. 
JF. 1y. 
: Again, You may know whether your fins 
are pardoned, by your Sovereign Love to God. 
Dot thou love thy God above thy Luſt, above 
thy Relations, when they ſtand in competi- 
tion with him; and love him above all things 
that are near and dear to thee ? Doth Chriſt 
carry the day above all? If ſo, thou art cer- 
tainly a pardoned perſon : No perſon loves 
Chriſt with a Sovereign Love, but the par- 
doned perſon, When the [taliarn Martyr was 
asked, Whether he did not love his Wife and 
Children, he anſwered, If he had all the world 
in his hands to give, he would give ir to en-_ 
joy his Wife and Children; but Chriſt and 
his Truth was dearer to him-than them all ; 
he loved Chriſt with a Sovereign Love, And 
now my Friends, have you a dear intire love 
to all that you read Chritt upon, the Day, the 
Wayes, the Ordinances, and love to the peo- 
ple of Chriſt; wherever you ſee the Stamp of 
Chriſt ? Lord I cannot but love thee, thy Sab- 
baths 
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oatns, and Ordinances, and Saints of Chriſt; - 
though others perſecute th m, I fee the Image 
of my Father upon them. If it be thus, that 
you doe love Jeſus Chiiit with a Sovereign 
Love : And remember, no p:rſon on Earth 
does, or can love Chritt with a Sovere gn Love, 
but thoſe who'e ins are pariioned, Now 
therefore if you love Chriit wit! a ſovereign 
love , go home as parioned priſons, wipe 
your eyes, ani be nomore 'ad, for your dear 
Saviours Blood hath fatised Ju:iice for your 
Sins. 

Now then my dear Friends. how much does 
it concern us all, to trye an:. e:.amine our ſelves, 
whether we be the Perſons, as are pardoned 
or no, (what can be of higher Concernment to 
us in this world to know, than this ? ) to know 
whether we are a pardoned People, or no: 
Let me give you three Evidences, or Signs of 
Pardon of Sin, upon which every Believer 
may lay the weight of his pretious and im- 
mortal Soul. 

The firit in order is this: Such perſons as 
endeavour 1n integrity to keep Covenant with 
God, and to walk in Covenint with God; 
Theſe perſons are pardoned perſons, for it is 
certain, that the Covenant cn the Farciveneſs 
of Sin, goe hand in hand togcther in Scripture ; 
And thoſe that God hath joyned rogether, who 
may or can putaſunder. Fer. 31.33, 34? Bat 
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. this ſhall be the Covenant I will make with the 
houſe of Ij. ael, after th:ſe dayes, ſaith the 
: Lord, # will put my Lawes into their inward 
parts , and write them in their hearts, and 
will be their God, and they [h:i1i be my people ; 

for 1 will f.rgive this eniquities, and remem- 
ber their ſins 'no more, A Coven'nt-Intereit, 

and a Covenant-walking with God, is a ſure 
Evidence that a mans fins arc pardoned, and 
blotted out by God. For this is the Cove- 
nant that ] wil make with the houſe of Iſrael, 

after thoſe dayes, faith the Lord, I will put 
my Lawes into their minds, and write them 
in their hearts, and will be to them a God, 

and they ſhall be ro me a Peoples, for I will be 
mercifuil to their unrighteouſneſs , and their 
ſins and their iniquities will I'remember no 
more, All perſons in Covenant are pardoned 
perſons, Juitified perſons; perſons wanvſe'ſins: 
may trouble them, but ſhallnever damn them ; 
for they ſtand upon the foot of a Covenant of 
Grace, and God hath received the:mn into Fa- 
vour, and they inall be happy for ever. But 
E know pardoned perſons in Covenant will be 
ready to reply upon me, and ſay, Alas. we 
are every day breaking Covenant with God, 

every day we tranſsreſs the holy Covenant, 
we don't maintain and keep Covenant with 
God, as we ihould, we cannot tell what toſay 
of this thing of maintaining and keeping Cove- 
F nant 
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nant with God, and walking it Covenaht with 
God : Mv Fricnds, will you remember, that 
'tis not ine breaking of ſome Articles of the 
Coven. through infirmity and weakneſs, that 
any wayes makes null and voyd the Covenant 
that is between God and his people : [fſo, no 
mzn covla keep Covenant with God, nor walk 
in Ccvcnant with God one moment. H walk- 
ins 3nd keeping Covenant with God did ne- 
cciiarily take in ſuch a gracious frame as not 
to ſin Sod pardons the invincible infirmities 
and weirkneſſes of his Children, that doe and 
will ha-s about them. A perſon may break 
this Arcicle, and the other, and yet the Cove- 
nant hetween God and Men holds good ſtill, 
though particular Articles may be broken. 
Now where it is thus,that a pzrſon doth keep 
Covenant with God, and walk in Covenant 
with God, that perſon is a pardoned perſon. 
Therefore do not put off this Evidence, and 
ſay, This can't reach, forl am ſtill tranſpreſſing 
the holy. Covenant; hold there, for the Cove- 
nant h-Ids good between God and thy Soul, | 
thouph particular Articles be broken, thou art 
the perſon that walkeſt in Covenant with God, 
and ac:ordingly thou mayeſt take this Com- 
fort, Weli my Sins are pardoned, for I 50 
thus wal in Covenant with God. And that's 
a fourth Evidence of Pardon of Sin. 

And fifthly, Sincere Confeſſion, and forſa- 
» 
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king of Sin, 1s a ſure Evidence of the pardon 
of fin. I ſay, ſincere Confeſſion, and Forſa- 
king and turning from fin, is a ſure Evidence 
of the pardon of fin : That 1nan that confeſſes, 
forſakcs, and returns from fin, is a pardoned 
perſon. Prov. 28. 3. He that covereth bus ſens 
ſhall nat preſper, bat whoſo confeſſeth and for- 
faketh them, ſhall bave mercy, Way1. 15. 16z 
17, 18, Waſs yoit, wake you clean, put away 
the evil of your auines from before mine cyes ;, 
ceaſe to ao evil, learn 10 do well, feck judges 
ment, relieve the oppreſſed, jange tne Fatbcr- 
leſs, plead for tbe widows, come now, and lc 
24 reaſon together, ſuub the Lord, thonth yeur 
frns be as Scarlct, they ſrealt be 5 white as Snow, 
though tiney be a5 red as Crim fe , they ſoall be 


45 white as VWooll, If yer Le willind «11d obc- 


dient, you ſnl! cat the cood of the Land. 
Again, If thou art a perſon that is «fe@tually 
called, thou art cerrainly pardoned : There is

Call: Ancyterna: Call; Afany arecallea, bit 
few are c52ſen; ( that's none of the Ca'l; ) 
Then there's 20 z2tezzal Cali; now: where a 
perſon is efteEually and inwarcly calied, hat 
perſon 1s a pardoned perſon. In Rem. 8. 30. 
you find there, that the Remiſſion of ſin, is a 
part of Juſtification, Now who are the pcr- 
ſons that are Juitihed ? why the Called Pcr- 
ſons; and they ſhall be Glorified perſons; for

there's no breaking this golden Link, A 
ſon that is eſt-Ctually Called, he hath angie 
and thiritings itirr'd up 1n his Soul after Chriſt ; 
O I mult have a Chriti, I am undone ſor ever 
without a Chrilt ;, and this 1s an Evidence of 
_ eff:tual Calling, A man that is effectually 

called , he ſets a higher price upon effeCtual 
Calling, than upon all the Glory of ten thou- 
ſand Worlds. \\V hat are Crowns. and King- 
doms, and Conouelts, to effectual Calling ? 
Thereforc the Chriitian Emperour ſets a high- 
er value upon the being a Servant of Chrilts, 
than his bring a Head of the Empire: And 
David he ſets a higher value upon his being 
a Servant in the houſe ot God, than his being 
a King in his own houſe. A man that 1: efte- 
Qually called, he values it above all his own 
Contentiments and E Enjoyments; when yon tell 
him of the Grandure of ſuch and ſuch! layes 
the Call:d Perſfen, What are all theſe to ef- 
fecual Calling? for men may be Great and.

Now my Eriends,if perſons are effecually 
Cailed, they are certainly pardoned ; if the 
Lord bath eliectually called vou, he hath cer- 
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tainly pardoned you ; therefore take the Com- 
fort and the Sweet of the pardon of ſin in your 
boſoms, and go home and bow before the 
Lord, onely take a word or two: If now upon 
tryal, you ſhall find any one of theſe Eviden- 
ces of the pardon of Sin, ſo as you love your 
own Souls, do not queſtion the pardon of your 
Sins , becauſe it may be you have not the

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has done, and ſatisfied, and prepared, and is 
now doing for you in the other world, as if 
you had not had the ſcnce of pardoning Grace 
1n your Souls; Now take but this Rule, and 
take the ſweet of pardoning Grace. My 
| Friends, conſider what high fins were com- 
mitted apainſt God, in the 22, 23, and 24. 
verſes of this 43d Chapter, wheremy Text is, 
(Iſa. 43.25.) Very great Tranſgreſſhons were 
committed, -both in reſpet of Omiſſhon and 
Commiſſion, yet ſaith God, 1 am be that blors 
out all : God will graciouſly pardon great fins 
of his people, as well as ſmall ; He will par- 
don ten thouſand Talents. The Propoſition 
lyes fair in the Text, I ſhall point at ſome 
things that may evidence this Truth, and give 
you the Grounds and Reaſons of tkis point, 
and lay down ſome Propoſitions concerning 
creat fins, Matth. 18. 24,27. Here is adebt 
not of Pence, or Farthinss, or Pounds, but of 
Talent:, and ten thoufand Talents. /delanitor 
upon this Text obſerves, that theſe ten thou- 
ſand Talent; did amount to three Tun of Gold, 
a vaſt ſumme ; why (faith he) he forgave him 
ten thouſand T alents ;, great Nebts God par- 
dons as well as ſmall.

36, Yor have crucified him, yeu have had your 
bands in his Blood; yet in Chap.

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But what are the Grounds and Reaſons of 
this point ? Why will Jod pardon prect fins 
as well as ſmall, ten thouſand Talents as well 
as Pence and Farthings? There are preat Rea- 
ſons in the Caſe, I will hiat at thein that are 
moſt conſiderable : 

Firſt, God will pardon great Sins as well 
as ſmall, becauſe he dchghrs in Mer: y, Ie 
cah 17.18. The heathens talk of ti:cir Gods, 
and Papiſts make a great dcai of Noyſe of 
their God, and of this Saint an2-that Saint ; 
but is there ever a Sin- pardoning God amongſt 
them all? Is there a God to be found in the 
World whoſe Prcrogative Royal is to pardon 
im? Wes zs a Cod the unts tree, that par- 
doneſt Iniquity ? and why ? becauſe he dclichts 
in Mercy. AMiction in Scripture is called 
Gods ſtrange Work, as if God were out of 
his Element whea he hath his Rod in his hand ; 
See that in the 34h of Exodus, v. 6,7. And 
therefore he will pardon great fins as well as 
ſmall, becauſe he is a God that delighteth in 
pardoning Grace; never d:d a Sinner take fo 
much pleaſure in ſin, as God takes delighr in 
pardoning Mercy ; nor ever did God take fo 
much pleaſure in creating the World, as in 
pardon:ng of Sinners ſins; And thereare great 
Reaſons for it; his Grace is moſt advanced, 
and Chriſt is moſt exalted, and his Righte- 
ouſneſs and Satisfaction mott glorified in Gods 


Re- 
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Remiſſon of the Sinners ſins, even of the Sin- 
ners greateſt ſins, as well as of ſmall Talents ; 
That is, that he may arm poor-Sinners again{t 
Deſpair : Deſpair, itmaxes a Sinner a Magor- 
Altſſab;b, a Terrour to himſelf; and as Au- 
| ftine obſerves, Deſpairing Souls.can turn to 
no place, but the terrors of his Conſcience 
follow him, from bed to board, riſing up or 
lying down, going forth or returning home, 
bu-ing or ſcliing , eating or drinzing ; now 
that the Lord may arm poor Sinners apainſt 
thar ſinning, that ſin of Deſpair, that of all fins 
throws the greateſt diſhonour upon allthe At- 
tributes of God, and upon the wiole Satisfach- 
on of Chriſt, and gives Satan the higheſt ad- 
vantage to triumph, not onely over the Sinner, 
but over Chriit himſclf, he 1s pleaſed to par- 
don the greateſt ſins. Firit Sathan labours to 
draw the Soui to great fins; Why God is a 
God of Mercy: When he hath brought the 
Sinner ty this, then he preſents God in his 
Juſtice, telling the ſinner that there's no help, 
there's no help for him, to Heil thou muſt, and” 
to Hell thou ſhalt; and ſo labours to work the 
ſinner to Deſpair. Now that the Lord might 
arm the poor ſinner apainit all Temptations to }. 

Deſpair, he pardons the greate't Sinners. 
And thirdly, God pardons £reat fins as well 
as ſmall for the honour and ory of Chrifts 
Satisfaciion : nothing conmenzs the Satisfacti- 
ON 
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on of Chriſt, like the ten thouſand Talents 
which God forgives. Little fins, ſmall fins, 
give but ſmall Commendations to the SatisfaQti- 
on of Chritt; Bur great fins, high fins, they 
ſct the Crown of Honour and Glory upon the 
Satisfaction of Chrilt : Oh the excellency of 
that blood, the vertue of that blood, the worth 
of that blooi, that can waſh off not onely the 
ſmalleit fins. but the greateſt fins; that can 
give Divine Juſtice the utmoit ſatisfaction for 
ten thouſana Talcnts. And, 

Fourthly , God will pardon Freat fins, as 
well a5 ne wh-'? I anſwer, for the Advance 
of his own {:onour and Glory in this World. 
By this God gets a Name, he advances his 
own Honour and -lory, and the greater the 
ſins are that God p2r:ons, the preater giory 
God pets in the Work: f/hu 2s 4 God ithe 
wnto thee , init pardon: to iniquity, Micah 7.

She 
loved mach ., becauſe much was forgivan ber - 
God had adefign to have a ſpecial Love in her 
Soul, in order to which, God forgives her who 
was a common W hore, and poſſcfſed with ſe- 
ven Devils; yet if any one ſhould ask at Hea- 
ven gate, whether Mary Magaalene was 
there or no? the Anſwer would be, Yes: And 
ther:'s nothing raiſes a-poor ſinners Love to 
God, I:c the ſence of the pardoning of great 
ſins. Ch hath God pardoned my great fins, 
and hall I put him off with the Milk of my 
Love: Ch butlet rhe Cream of my love run

Sixthly, God pardons great ſins as well as 
ſmall, in order to the encreaſe of Sathans Tor- 
ments; and there's nothing that contributes 
ſo much to the encreaſe of Sathans torments, _ 
a5 this, that God is pleaſed to pardon great fins: 
to pardon 2ny {13ner, 1$ an addition to his tor- 
ments : For he envyes every drop of Grace

And thus I bave g.ven you an Account wh 
the Lord will parcon © rcat fins as well as ſmall. 
The next thin; prop. ſcd for the further open- 
ing of this, is, To liy cown ſome Propoſiti- 
ons about great finz. I amnot ignorant, that 
I may ſpea:' to the Coniciences and Caſes of 
ſome Perſons. in the h.ndlins of this Truth. 
W hat great ſinners have ſome Saints been be- 
fore Converſion ! and what great ſinners have 
ſome Saints been after Converſicn ! Scripture 
bounds with Infances of both hands. But 
will you pleaſe to give me leave to lay down 
ſome Propoſitions concernin; great fins, partly 
out of a deſign to give Satisfaction, as well as 
to clear our way to what is behind, 

The f{t Propoſition is this, That all {ins 
are pardonable, even the greateſt of ſirs, the 
Sin againſt tne Holy Choſt excepted, Maatth, 
| 12, 31. Atl manner of Sins and Blaſphemaes 
ſell be forgiven: And ſet this aſide, inſtarice 
| In whatever fin you will, and God hath given 
under his Hand it ſhall be pardoncd. I know 
among many v'cakx Chriltians, and others, 
there are Diſputcs, whether a Chila of God 
can fall into this fin or no ; I ſhall not diſpute 
that, What {in is there almoit that you can

lay your finger upon, that ſome of the moſt 
eminent Saints, both before and after Conver- 
fion have not fallen into ? 

A ſecond Propoſition is this, That there is 
not the bigheſt ſun that a Believer can fail in- 
to, that can rednce him into an eſtate of Non- 
Fuftification, into an unpardoned eſtate, There's 
no fin can reduce him into an eſtate of Non- 
Juſtificatioa. I taze no pleaſure to repe.t 
what fins the People of God have fallen into, 
for they are onely Warnings from God to us, 
to look to our ſelves, and to watch, and to 
ſtand fait, and to endeavour to keep ur 
Ground; For if ſuch Cedars have thus fallen, 
what may not ſuch poor ſhrubs as we are, tall 
into? And that when a perſon is worited, he 
may not deſpaire, the greateſt fins a Believer 
can fall into, can never reduce him into a ſtate 
_ of Non Juſtification. Pſal. 37. 34. Thonei he 
* fall, he ſhall not be utterly caſt down, for the 
Lord upholdeth bim with his hand, My Freends, 
if it were poſlible for a Believer to fall into a 
ſtate of Non Juſtification, then he may fa'l 
into a ſtate of Condemnation, which is in1- 
| poſlible for him to doe. Row. 8. 1. There 74 
no condemnation to them that are in Cori 
Feſws. If a Believer might fall i in'o a. tare of 
Non Juſtification, then he mutt fall under the 
Power and Dominion of fin, which a B-lievet 
| cannot doe. Rom. 6. 14. For fin ſ1:ll nat 
h.sye 
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have dominion over you, You are not under 
the Dominion of {in ; whileſt the Soul poſſeſſes 
'it, it mourns over it, conflicts with it, and 
would fain be rid from it; It may trouble that 
ſoul, but it ſhall never damn that ſoul : God 
never did, nor never will throw that man into 
Hell for ſin, to whom fin is a Hell in this 
World. 

Another Propoſition is this, T here z a (in- 
full looking upon great ſins.: Mind tt eſpecially 
you that are ready to fall under Deſertions; 
cven to deſpair under the ſence of great ſins 
mind it, There's a ſinfull looking upon great 

Ins. 
Put you will reply upon me, How ſhould 
a perſon know that he looks fſinfuily upon 
oreat fins? VI tell you how. 

Firſt, Whoever ſo looks upon his higheſt 
and greateſt ſins. as ſurpaſſing the free and 
rich and ſovercign and glorious Grace of God 

to poor fianers. The fins of Bavylun, which 
are the higheſt expreſt in <cripture, they reach 
but as high as Heaven; but the Mercies of | 
God are above the Heavens; And therefore, 
when a perſon ſhall look upon his high fins 
as ſurpaſſing the Sovereign, and free and rich 
and glorious Grace of God, he looks now 
upon his great ſins finfully : Were thy fins ten 
thouſand thouſand times more , Sovercign 
Grace can pardon them all; and there 1s ver- 
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tue inthe blood of Chri b to pardon and waſh 
"them all away; Chriit 5raws the red line” of 
his blood upon tne blacke!t Tragſerithons that 
ever were committed. And, 

Secondly, A perſon when he looks upon 
great fins finfully , it is when he fooks upon 
them ſo, as that the fight and ſence of them 
keep Chrit and his Soul aſundcr; this is a 
ſinfull looking upon great ins: The great de- 
ſign of God in bringing the ſinner to the ſence 
of fin is to bring him untv Chriit ; but when 

it keeps the Soul off, Oh I dare not look to 
Chriſt, thou doſt now luox upon thy great 
ſins ſinfully ; when a perſon looks upon his 
great fins ſo as to cauſe a further diſtance than 
ormerly between Chriſt and his Soul: There 
was a time when Chriit and he was neerer to 
a Cloſe, and to a Reſignation of fimſelf to 
Him; but now the Soul is further than ever 
from reſigning and giving himſelf up to Chriſt. 
W hat, ſhould I cloſe with Chriſt, who am a 
poor loft and undone Creature ? Oh the great- 
neſs of my fins! Now you {infully look upon 
creat ſins. And, 

Thirdly, You finfully look upon great fins, 
when your looking on them does hinder you 
in the general Duties of Religion; this Is a 
ſinfull looking upon great fins; when this un- 
fits thee for the general Duries of Religion 

Again, W hen thou ſo lookeſi upon great < ru | 

that 
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that thy 'ooking upon them, unfits thee for the 
particular Duties of thy Calling and Place 
wherein God i:arh ſet thee: As the nian can- 
not hear and pray, and meditate, fo the man 
cannot manage the Duries of his Calling; he 
cannot manage the D..ties of his place; as an 
Husband, as a Magplltrate, as a Mimiter, as 
a Chritian in his reſpective lace; This is a 
ſinful! looki.ig upon great fins ; whenever this 
Chriitian comes 'o himſelf, he mutt weep over 
this, and ſigh over theſe Signs, and grieve over 
theſe gricvings : He muſt doit 

And again, then'a perſon looks finfully upon 
_ great ſins, when it impairs the Health. and 

Strength, and Activity of his Outward Man. 
My Friends, godly zorrow is no E emy 'o this 
Body of our. ; but when Perſons ſhall ſo pore 
upon their great fins, as to deitroy ter ra- 
dical Moy ure, to burn up their vital Strength, 
to reduce themſelves to an Anatomy, as ſome 
have done; t:.isis a finfull looking upon great 
ins. And, . 

Seventhly, When a perſon ſo looks upon 
great ſins, as to unfit him for Sufferings: He 
can't bear the Crofs of Chriſt ; he cannot en- 
counter with ſufferings for Chriſt; he cannot 
give a witn: ſs, by ſuffering for Chriſt ; he can: - 
not bear a Reproach for Chriſt : This is a fin-. 
fall loo' ing upon great ſins. 

_ And Haftly, A Perſon looks upon grcat fin 
_ OE - ſin- 
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finfu'ly, when he ſo looks upon them, as that 

he can take no Comfort in great Comforts, 

and Mercyes, and Enjoyments. God hath 

bleſſed him with many a great Mercy, and 
Comforts and Enjoyments; with Health, with 
Riches, with a gracious Yoak-fellow , with 

- hopefull Children, with a fair Eſtate, with a 

; comfortaule Habitation but the man can take 

: no comfort in all his Comforts; the man is 
[| ſo poring upon his great ſins, that it takes off

When 
God pives a Pardon, he givesa general Pardon, 
and that hecauſe all the fivs of Gods Pcoole 
are imputed to Chriſt, and charged on Chriit, 
as their Surety, and therefore jt itands with 
Divine Juſtice to.pardon them all. Zcb6.7.22. 
Feſus was made a Surety of a better Teſtament. 
Now Cirift ſtanding as our Surety, God the 
Father hath charged all our fins uron him, not 
one, or a thouſand, but ail our fins; For he 
has made hin: to be fin for uw, who kyew no ſin, 
that we right be made the Righteenſneſs of God 
7 bir, Ia, 4.3, 7, and fo on: All ye like ſheep 
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have gone aſtray, we have turned every one to 
his own way, the Lord bathlaidon him the Ini- 
quities of 1s all: And therefore when God 
comes to pardon fin, he doth it generally,totally 
and univerſally, becauſe the Iniquities of them 
all are cait upon him; for it is not ſuſtice for 
God to come upon us, when Chriſt hath payd 
our debts. And that's another Reaſon why 
God pardons fully, when he pardons f11: He 
doth it fully and univerſally, becauſe Chriſt hath 
ſuffered as much as all eur fins deſerved; our 
ſins have not been onely chirged upon him as 
our Surety, but he hath ſuffered to the height 
what all our ſinshave deſerved of Juſtice : For 
Chriſt bath delivered us from the Curſe of the 
Law, being made a Curſe for us. The Curſe of 
the Law comprehends all; we were liable to 
all the Torments, and it concerns the Juſtice 
of God to look to it, that Gods People are 
diſcharged of all; not of this and tht particular | 
fin, but of all; becauſe Chriſt hath ſuffcred for 
all ſin,as much as ovur finsdi4 require at the hands 
of the Fathzr.

Jeſus Chriſt! Oh the tranſcendency of his 
Suffcrings! what Excellency is herc-in theſe 
Sufferings of Chriſt . to work a general Pardon, 
a Pardon for all my fins! There's nothing will 
make you to eſteem Chriſt more, than this 
Truth rooted in your Souls; :nd.thcrefore la- 
bour to get it well rooted there, Nothjng will 
' contribute more to your inward Rett and 
Peace, and Quiet, than to have this Truth 
fixed in your Hearts, That whez God pardons 
ſin, be pardons all, Sayes the Soul, *Tis truth, 
I have ſinned againſt God thus anJ thus, but 
the Lord hath given mea general Pardon, and 
this quiets me.

rhey have ſtood as a Barre againſt God. yet he 
will not remember their fins: For he is a ſin- 
pardoning God, for his own Name ſaie. Now 
pray obſerve, we have fix or ſeven places to 
prove this: He will not remember thy fins, . 
when thou art every day with a mournfuall 
heart remembring of them thy ſelf, Now when 
a perſon is ſo led forth, God gives him ſuch a 
forgiving frame of ſpirit, as to forgive others. 
It is God that fits in the High-Commiſſion 
Court of Heaven. P/al. 77. verſ. 2. He ſhall 
judge the People with Righteouſneſs , and the 
Poor with Fudgement. This is his Seal; God 
will never impute their Iniquityes unto them. 
There are a. ſort of People God has in the 
world, that he will not charge fin upon ; By 
his eſpecial Grace to his pardoned People, he. 
will never remember their fins, ſo as to inflict 
Judicial wrath upon them. *Tis true, God has, 
and does, and will afflict his people for their 
fins, but he will never inflict Judicial wrath 
upon them, he will not pour one drop of it in- 
to their Cup; No, not one drop of that wrath 
ſhall fall upon a Believer. All the Afictions 
which God ſends upon a Believer, are but the 
Products of his Love. Rev. 3. 19. As many 
as I love; I rebuke and chaſten; be zealous 
therefore and repent, Again, by Gods afflict- 
ing, his People for their ſins, they come to 
know 
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know they are his Children. Heb. 12. 6, 7. 
For whom the Lord loves. he chaſteneth, and 
ſcourges every Son be recrives. If you endure 
Chaſtiſement Goa deals with you as with Sons; 
for what Son 1s he the Father chaſtens not ? 
Yet 1 have ſworn , 1 will not be wroth for 
ever. 

Again, God will not remember the ſins of 
his People, ſo as to agoravate them. All you 
that are Chriſtians, goe alons with me, and 
do not upbraid one another with your ſins, for 
God will not upbraid the pardoned perſon 
with his fins. Read that in 1 Kzne, 15. 5. 
Though God charged David with the mur- 
thering of Uriah the Hittire, yet, ſaith God, 
Goe, ſay to David, I will paſs by the ſin 
of Bathſhebah; But onely in the matter 
of Uriah, Thou haſt murdered him; and 
yet David had turned afide in many other 
wayes; but God throwes a Mantle over all. 
You are apt to remember one anothers fins, 
and u»braid one another with them, out of the 
pride that is in vour hearts, but take heed of 
ſo doing ; for God won't remember the fins of 
his People, to uphraid them. You were once 
proud ; Aye, but I will not upbraia them with 
their ſins any more ; , that is, upbraid them ſo 
as I did before a work of Grace was' ſtampt 
upon their Souls. : 

And thus you ſee, God is picaſcd to pardon
